Chapter  1 
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FATIMA  AND  YOU  AND  I 


Worldwide  conditions  are  dark  and 
foreboding  but  this  is  not  surprising.  On 
the  contrary,  we  have  had  many  years  of 
warning,  many  years  in  which  to  realize 
our  dangers  and  to  correct  the  evils  causing 
them. 

In  fact,  back  in  1917,  Mary,  the 
Queen  of  heaven  and  earth,  appeared  at 
Fatima,  Portugal  to  warn  and  advise  us  — 
her  erring  children.  She  chose  three  little 
ones,  humble  ones  — Lucia  dos  Santos,  age 
9,  Francisco  Marto,  8 and  Jacinta  Marto,  6, 
to  receive  her  message  and  to  spread  it  to 
others.  She  backed  up  her  requests  by  the 
now  famous  public  “Miracle  of  the  Sun”, 
witnessed  by  over  70,000  people  on 
October  13,  1917. 

Today  at  the  site  of  the  apparitions 
there  stands  a very  beautiful  basilica  which 
has  been  honored  by  the  Church’s  highest 
tribute,  a golden  rose.  Millions  of  people 
from  all  over  the  world,  from  all  walks  of 
life,  have  come  to  the  shrine  to  adore  God, 
to  honor  Mary,  to  offer  reparation,  to  seek 
blessings,  and  to  give  thanks  for  miracles 
and  favors  received.  Among  those  countless 
pilgrims  is  Pope  Paul  VI  who  prayed  there 
— especially  for  world  peace  — on  May  13, 
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1 967,  the  golden  anniversary  of  Mary’s  first 
appearance  at  Fatima.  But  Fatima  is 
more  than  a distinguished  shrine.  It  is  a 
way  of  life  presented  to  us  by  our  loving, 
concerned  Blessed  Mother.  Her  way  not 
only  brings  peace  and  salvation  to 
individuals,  but  it  will  also  bring  peace  and 
salvation  to  the  world  .Our  Lady  promised 
this , if  only  people  would  listen  to  her 
message  and  follow  through. 

Unfortunately,  many  people  are  still 
not  familiar  with  Our  Lady’s  requests; 
many  do  not  realize  their  importance;  and 
still  others  are  just  not  interested.  Since 
“people”  are  you  and  I and  the 
man-next-door,  the  questions  arise:  What 
does  Fatima  mean  to  each  of  us?  What  are 
we  doing  to  answer  Mary’s  pleas? 


FATIMA  VS  SIN 

Back  in  1917,  Our  Lady  of  Fatima 
warned  us  that  wars  are  a pumshment  due 
to  sin  and  that  man  must  stop  offending 
God  “already  too  much  offended.” 

Unfortunately,  Mary’s  warnings  are 
lost  to  so  many  because  the  devil  and  the 
world  are  doing  such  an  excellent  job  of 
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destroying  the  very  concept  of  sin.  In  fact, 
the  idea  of  sin,  responsibility  and  guilt  is 
laughed  off  as  non-existent  and  of  no 
consequence.  Evils,  even  the  most  hideous, 
are  rationalized  away  and  defended  as 
being  imaginery. 

But,  we  think,  such  diabolical,  worldly 
thinking  does  not  affect  us  ...  . Doesn’t 
it?  Are  we  sure  that  some  of  this  isn’t 
rubbing  off  on  us? 

Do  we,  for  example,  think  that  it 
doesn’t  matter  too  much  if,  now  and  then, 
we  miss  Sunday  Mass  or  spend  the  day  in 
unnecessary  servile  work 

Do  we  read  salacious  books  or  see 
suggestive  movies,  TV  or  plays,  excusing 
ourselves  by  saying  that  modern  literature 
and  entertainment  are  different,  that  times 
have  changed?  Do  we  wear  immodest 
fashions,  thinking:  what’s  the  difference? 

Everyone’s  wearing  them! 

Do  we  lie  or  cheat  or  steal  small  items 
from  the  factory  or  store,  telling  ourselves 
that  this  is  “expected”  and  everybody 
knows  that  this  is  going  on? 

Do  we  date  the  married  or  divorced? 
Is  our  courtship  sinful?  Is  our  married  life 
contrary  to  God’s  commands?  And  do  we 
quiet  conscience  with  the  fallacy  that 
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purity  is  now  outmoded? 

Do  we  disobey  our  parents,  pastors  or 
teachers,  thinking  that  they  are 
old-fashioned  squares?  Do  we  fail  to  teach 
and  discipline  children,  saying  that  “they 
won’t  listen  anyway”? 

Is  our  speech  irreverent  or  unkind?  So 
we  spread  gossip,  thinking:  Well,  it’s  the 
truth  isn’t  it? 

Are  we  angry,  quarrelsome, 
uncharitable,  unforgiving,  proudly  judging 
ourselves  as  better  than  others? 

The  devil  and  the  world  shrug  off 
these  and  other  sins  as  nothing  to  be 
concerned  about.  Nothing,  they  say,  is 
anyone’s  fault  because  we  are  the  products 
of  our  heredity  and  environment  — of  an 
unhappy  childhood  or  unfair  poverty..  But 
the  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  sin, 
responsibility  and  guilt  cannot  be 
rationalized  away.  In  fact,  when  we  sin  we 
choose  self-will  in  preference  to  God’s  Will, 
and  so  we  are  actually  to  blame  for  our 
own  sins. 

Regardless  of  what  anyone  may  say, 
sin  is  the  most  terrible  of  all  evils.  Our  sins 
cost  Our  Blessed  Lord  the  agony  of  a 
horrible  crucifixion.  Our  sins  cost  Our 
Blessed  Mother  the  crushing  pain  of

interior  martyrdom.  And  our  sins  can  cost 
us  the  devastating  loss  of  God  and  heaven. 

Sadly,  Our  Lady  of  Fatima  said:  “I 
have  come  to  warn  the  faithful  to  amend 
their  lives  and  to  ask  pardon  for  their 
sins.” 


FATIMA 

AND  THE  BLESSED  SACRAMENT 

At  Fatima  when  the  Angel  gave  Holy 
Communion  to  Lucia,  Jacinta  and 
Francisco,  he  said:  “Take  the  body  and 
blood  of  Jesus  Christ  horribly  insulted  by 
ungrateful  men.  Make  reparation  for  their 
crimes.” 

Down  through  the  ensuing  years,  the 
Angel’s  words  carry  on  to  us.  There  comes 
then  the  question  — what  are  we  doing  to 
make  reparation  for  Our  Lord  so  “horribly 
insulted”?  What  can  we  do? 

Perfect  reparation  is  made  through  the 
Mass  and  Holy  Communion.  Accordingly, 
though  we  are  faithful  to  Sunday  Mass, 
still,  do  we  ever  participate  at  daily  Mass? 
No?  Couldn’t  we,  at  very  least,  attend  one 
weekly  Mass?  Could  our  family  attend  one 
weekly  Mass,  together? 

But  we  may  say,  it’s  too  difficult.  Is  it 
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really?  Difficult  it  may  be,  but  “too 

difficult”  — is  it  really?  Rather,  wouldn’t 
the  sacrifice  of  sleep  or  time  involved  be  a 
most  pleasing  offering  of  love  and 
reparation? 

And  what  about  Holy  Communion? 
Do  we  receive  Our  Lord  reverently  and 
frequently  at  every  opportunity?  Do  we 
make  suitable  preparation  and 
thanksgiving? 

But,  we  mav  sav.  we  don’t  feel 
worthy  enough  or  perfect  enough  for 
frequent  Communion.  Why  not?  If  we  are 
in  a state  of  grace,  if  we  have  the  proper 
intentions,  and  if  we  are  fasting  according 
to  the  laws  of  the  Church,  then  we  may 
worthily  receive  Holy  Communion 
frequently,  even  daily. 

As  to  being  “perfect”,  actually,  no 
one  is  perfect.  People  who  communicate 
daily  do  so  not  because  they  are  perfect  or 
because  they  think  that  they  are  perfect. 
Rather,  they  know  that  only  God  is 
perfect.  They  know  that  frequent 
Communion  brings  them  the  graces  that 
they  need  and  keeps  them  close  to  God. 

And  what  about  our  visits  and  holy 
hours?  How  often  do  we  spend  a little  time 
with  Our  Lord  in  the  Blessed  Sacrament? 
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When  did  we  last  pray  a holy  hour?  Our 
Lord  patiently  waits  for  our  coming.  Could 
we  make  more  frequent  visits  and  holy 
hours,  alone  or  as  a family  custom?  Is 
there  an  adoration  program  in  our  parish  or 
school?  No?  Could  we  interest  the 
members  of  a parish  group  in  starting  such 
a project,  even  though  it  be  only  for  First 
Fridays  and  First  Saturdays?  If  so,  detailed 
information  is  available  from  Parish 
Adoration  of  Marytown,  8000  — 39th 
Ave.,  Kenosha,  Wisconsin,  53141. 

And  during  the  day,  do  we  ever  make 
Spiritual  Communions  or  offer  short 
prayers  of  adoration  and  reparation,  using 
either  our  own  words  or  the  Reparation 
Prayer  taught  by  the  Angel  at  Fatima? 

Long  ago  Our  Blessed  Lord  asked: 
“Could  you  not  watch  one  hour  with  me”? 
At  Paray  He  complained  of  our  ingratitude 
and  asked  St.  Margaret  Mary  to  begin  the 
practice  of  First  Friday  reparation.  And 
just  fifty  years  ago,  at  Fatima,  God’s  Angel 
asked  for  reparation.  So  did  Our  Blessed 
Mother.  Lucia,  Jacinta  and  Francisco 
listened  to  their  requests  and  followed 
through. 

Do  we? 
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FA  TIMA  REPARA  TION  PRA  YER 


Most  Holy  Trinity , Father , Son  and 
Holy  Ghost , / fldore  profoundly  and  I 
offer  You  the  most  precious  Body , Blood , 
.Sow/  and  Divinity  of  Jesus  Christ , present 
in  all  the  tabernacles  of  the  world , in 
reparation  for  the  outrages , sacrileges  and 
indifference  by  which  He  is  offended . 
Through  the  infinite  merits  of  His  Most 
Sacred  Heart  and  those  of  the  Immaculate 
Heart  of  Mary , I beg  of  You  the  conversion 
of  poor  sinners. 

FATIMA  AND  MARIAN  CONSECRATION 

We  know  that  at  Fatima  Mary  asked 
for  our  consecration  to  God  through  Her 
Immaculate  Heart.  What  about  this?  Have 
we  followed  through  or  are  we  still 
hesitant,  still  asking:  why  this 

consecration? 

Why?  Because  Our  Blessed  Mother 
wants  us  to  give  her  our  thoughts,  words, 
actions,  sufferings,  possessions,  and  even 
the  merits  from  our  good  works  so  that  she 
may  use  them  for  the  greater  glory  of  God, 
in  reparation  for  sins,  for  the  conversion  of 
sinners,  and  for  the  good  of  all  mankind. 
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But,  we  may  object,  I prefer  to  offer 
my  prayers  and  good  works  for  my  own 
particular  intentions  and  for  particular 
persons. 

Such  special  offerings  are,  of  course, 
praiseworthy.  In  fact,  we  certainly  may 
make  our  particular  recommendations  to 
Mary,  but  through  our  consecration  we  ask 
Our  Blessed  Mother  to  apply  our  offerings 
according  to  God’s  Will,  so  that  the 
greatest  possible  benefits  can  come  from 
them. 

In  doing  this,  we  affirm  our  complete 
confidence  in  Mary’s  favor  with  God,  and 
thereby  we  receive  numerous  blessings  for 
our  faith  and  charity. 

Consecration  to  Mary  is  a stepping 
stone  to  greater  holiness  because  if  our 
consecration  is  sincere,  then  we  will  try  our 
best,  from  day  to  day,  to  please  Mary  by 
obeying  God’s  commandments  and 
fulfilling  the  duties  of  our  state  in  life  — 
for  that  is  what  Mary  wants  because  it  is 
what  God  wants.  And  so,  in  our 
consecration,  all  that  we  do  and  give  to 
Mary,  we  actually  do  and  give  to  God. 

How  can  we  make  this  consecration? 
Personal  consecration  to  the  Immaculate 
Heart  of  Mary  may  be  made  very  simply  in 
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our  own  words  or  we  may  use  approved 
consecration  prayers.  If  we  would  like  to 
have  the  popular  form  promoted  by  St. 
Louis  de  Montfort,  a free  copy  is  available, 
upon  request,  from  the  Montfort  Fathers, 
40  South  Saxon  Ave.,  Bay  Shore,  New 
York,  1 1706.  (Just  send  them  a 
self-addressed,  stamped  envelope.) 

But,  we  may  say,  we  are  certainly 
aware  of  the  fact  that,  in  obedience  to  Our 
Lady  of  Fatima’s  wishes,  Pope  Pius  XII 
consecrated  the  entire  world  to  the 
Immaculate  Heart  of  Mary;  issued  an 
encyclical  earnestly  requesting  the  clergy 
and  the  laity  to  personally  renew  this 
consecration;  and  also  established  the 
universal  feast  of  the  Immaculate  Heart  of 
Mary,  celebrated  annually  on  August  22  — 
yet,  now  in  our  post-Council  times,  is 
consecration  to  Mary  still  regarded  as 
important,  still  recommended? 

Yes,  indeed,  Vatican  II  strongly 
encourages  true  devotion  to  the  Blessed 
Virgin,  stating:  “This  most  holy  Synod 
charges  that  practices  and  exercises  of 
devotion  toward  the  Blessed  Virgin  be 
treasured  as  recommended  by  the  teaching 
authority  of  the  Church  in  the  course  of 
centuries.”  (Dogmatic  Constitution  on  the 
Church). 
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Consecration  to  Mary  is  a most 
praiseworthy  act  honored  and  advocated 
not  only  in  the  past  and  in  the  present,  but 
for  all  time  to  come  — for  through  Mary, 
in  Mary,  with  Mary,  and  for  Mary,  we 
ascend  to  Christ. 

CONSECRATION  TO  MARY 

I (name),  a faithless  sinner , renew  and 
ratify  today  in  your  hands  the  vows  of  my 
Baptism;  I renounce  forever  Satan , his 
pomps  and  works ; and  I give  myself 
entirely  to  Jesus  Christ , and  the  Incarnate 
Wisdom,  to  carry  my  cross  after  Him  all 
the  days  of  my  life,  and  to  be  more 
faithful  to  Him  than  I have  ever  been 
before.

FATIMA,  THE  ROSARY,  THE  SCAPULAR 


Too  often  these  days  two  of  Mary’s 
great  and  powerful  gifts  — the  Rosary  and 
the  Scapular  — are  being  ignored  and,  sad 
to  say,  even  totally  neglected. 

The  question  arises:  why?  Did  Mary 
or  the  Church  tell  us  to  drop  these 
traditional  devotions? 

On  the  contrary.  At  Fatima  Our 
Blessed  Mother  emphasized  the  importance 
of  these  sacramentals.  In  fact,  she  said:  “I 
am  the  lady  of  the  Rosary”,  and  she  asked, 
over  and  over  again,  that  the  Rosary  be 
prayed  daily  and  often  for  the  conversion 
of  sinners  and  world  peace.  As  to  the 
Brown  Scapular,  in  her  final  appearance  at 
Fatima,  Mary  appeared  as  Our  Lady  of  Mt. 
Carmel,  holding  the  Brown  Scapular. 

Obviously,  Our  Lady  wishes  us  to 
accept  and  use  her  gifts.  So  does  the 
Church.  In  fact,  Vatican  II  defines  and 
honors  Mary  as  the  mother  of  Christ, 
mother  of  the  Church,  mother  of  us  all.  It 
recognizes  the  fact  that  true  devotion  to 
Mary  leads  us  to  God,  to  a greater  love  and 
participation  in  the  Mass  and  the 
sacraments,  and  to  a more  perfect  love  of 
neighbor.  Nowhere  does  the  Council’s 
document  state  that  we  are  to  ignore  Mary. 
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Neither  does  it  forbid  the  Rosary, 
Consecration,  the  Scapular  or  other 
approved  Marian  devotions. 

Most  certainly,  the  Rosary  is  among 
approved  devotions.  In  fact,  it  has  been 
recommended  in  at  least  35  encyclicals 
from  the  time  of  Pope  Leo  XIII  to  the 
present.  As  recently  as  September  15, 
1966,  Pope  Paul  VI  issued  an  inspiring 
encyclical,  Christi  Matri  Rosarii  (Rosaries  to 
the  Mother  of  Christ),  pleading  for 
world-wide  Rosary  prayers,  especially  to  be 
offered  for  peace. 

Throughout  the  centuries  the  Rosary 
has  drawn  many  blessings  from  God,  both 
private  and  public  favors  as,  for  example, 
the  miraculous  victories  at  Muret,  Lepanto, 
La  Rochelle  and  Temesvar.  And  in  our  own 
country,  on  January  8,  1815,  victory  at 
New  Orleans  — this  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
our  troops  were  hopelessly  outnumbered: 
6,000  Americans  against  15,000  British. 

General  Andrew  Jackson  publicly 
acknowledged  this  great  favor  and 
personally  thanked  the  nuns,  women  and 
children  who  had  spent  the  previous  night 
in  a vigil  of  prayer,  praying  the  Rosary 
over  and  over  again,  before  a shrine  of  Our 
Lady  of  Prompt  Help  in  the  Ursuline 
convent. 
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As  to  the  Brown  Scapular,  during  the 
past  seven  hundred  years  the  Church  has 
encouraged  this  devotion,  and  our  pontiffs 
have  placed  many  indulgences  upon  its 
devout  use.  Numerous  authenticated 
miracles  and  favors,  both  spiritual  and 
temporal,  have  proved  the  devotion’s 
validity  and  emphasized  Our  Blessed 
Mother’s  promise  that  whoever  dies  wearing 
the  Brown  Scapular  will  be  saved. 

The  Rosary  and  the  Brown  Scapular 
are  most  certainly  among  the  approved 
Marian  devotions.  Of  such  devotions, 
Vatican  II  documents,  the  Constitution  on 
the  Church,  Article  67,  clearly  state:  “Let 
the  faithful  hold  in  high  esteem  the 
practices  and  devotions  to  the  Blessed 
Virgin  approved  by  the  teaching  authority 
of  the  Church  in  the  course  of  the 
centuries.  ” 

Pope  Paul  VI  repeated  this 
recommendation  in  March,  1965  in  his 
message  sent  to  the  Marian  Congress  at 
Santo  Domingo  in  the  Dominican  Republic. 
In  fact,  he  further  stated:  “It  is  our 
conviction  that  the  Rosary  of  Mary  and  the 
Scapular  of  Carmel  are  among  these 
recommended  practices  ...  the  Scapular  is 
a practice  of  piety,  which  by  its  very 
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simplicity,  is  suited  to  everyone,  and  has 
spread  widely  among  the  faithful  to  their 
spiritual  profit.”  And  so,  although  the 
devil,  the  world  — and  even  some 
misguided  Catholics  — may  belittle  and 
neglect  the  Rosary  and  the  Scapular,  the 
fact  remains  that  these  are  valuable  gifts 
from  Our  Blessed  Mother,  approved  by  the 
Church,  and  ours  to  use  now,  throughout 
our  lifetime,  and  at  the  hour  of  our  death. 


PRAYER  OF  FORGIVENESS 

0 my  Jesus,  forgive  us  our  sins,  save  us 
from  the  fires  of  hell,  bring  all  souls  to 
heaven,  especially  those  in  most  need  of 
Your  Mercy. 

The  S.A.  Penitentiary,  Feb.  4,  1956,  authorized 
the  recitation  of  this  special  Fatima  prayer  after 
each  decade  of  the  Rosary  in  both  private  and

Mary,  the  Immaculate  One,  showed 
the  children  of  Fatima  a glimpse  of  hell 
and  told  them  that  more  souls  are  in  hell 
because  of  sins  of  the  flesh  than  for  any 
other  reason.

A devastating  remark.  A terrible 
warning  for  us  all.  So  terrible  that  the  devil 
has  done,  and  is  doing,  a masterful  job  of 
hiding  this  fact  from  us. 

With  the  aid  of  the  unscrupulous,  he 
presents  immodesty  and  impurity  as  the 
accepted  norm,  the  essence  of  popularity, 
the  height  of  a so-called  good  time.  And 
the  world  cooperates  with  him,  presenting 
advertisements,  literature,  fashions  and 
entertainment  designed  to  entice  the  senses 
and  destroy  the  soul.  Satan  even  uses 
misguided  teachers,  psychiatrists  and  other 
professionals  to  promote  the  theory  that 

illicit  sexual  indulgence  — pre-marital  or 
extra-marital  — is  simply  fulfillment  of 
personality,  a modem  necessity. 

With  such  a daily  bombardment 
promoting  immodesty  and  impurity,  we 
must  be  alert  to  realize  that  the  highly 
advocated  new  morality  — no  matter  how 
it  may  be  expounded  — is  actually  no 
morality.  And  we  must  be  very  careful  that 
we  are  not  drawn  into  erroneous  thinking 
and  judgments. 

Do  we,  for  example  read  salacious 
books  or  see  suggestive  movies,  plays  or  TV 
programs,  excusing  ourselves  by  saying  that 
modern  literature  and  entertainment  are 
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different,  that  times  have  changed,  that 
beautiful  photography,  artistic 
presentations  or  great  acting  make 
immorality  acceptable? 

Do  we  wear  immodest  styles, 
thinking:  what’s  the  difference,  everyone  is 
wearing  them?  (Contrary  to  prevalent 
opinion  that  immodesty  is  nothing  to  be 
concerned  about,  the  fact  is  that  it  is  so 
serious  a matter  that  Our  Lady  of  Fatima 
specifically  asked  for  reparation  for  this 
evil,  saying  that  certain  fashions  would 
arise  which  would  offend  God  very  much  . 

. . Such  fashions  are  most  certainly  here 
now.) 

Do  we  use  vile  language  or  tell  “dirty” 
jokes,  excusing  ourselves  because 
“everybody  talks  like  that”? 

Do  we  regard  petting  and  prolonged 
kissing  as  the  natural,  accepted  end  of 
dating?  Do  we  think  that  going  steady  is 
alright,  even  when  we  know  that  we  are 
too  young  or  not  ready  for  marriage?  Do 
we  date  the  married  or  divorced?  Is  our 
married  life  contrary  to  God’s  commands? 
And  do  we  quiet  conscience  with  the 
fallacy  that  immodesty  and  impurity  are 
now  outmoded? 

That  is  exactly  what  the  devil  and  the 
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world  want  us  to  think  and  do. 

But  Our  Blessed  Lord  asks  us  to 
follow  Him  and  His  Way  — difficult  and 
unpopular  though  it  may  be.  In  exchange 
for  our  cooperation,  Christ  offers  us  an 
eternity  of  great  happiness  with  Him  in 
heaven:  “Blessed  are  the  clean  of  heart,  for 
they  shall  see  God.”  ( Matthew , 5:8) 

To  whom  shall  we  listen?  Satan  or 
Christ? 

FATIMA  AND  REPARATION 

Our  Lady  of  Fatima’s  entreaties  for 
reparation  are  prominent  in  her  requests.  In 
fact,  she  emphasized  the  importance  of 
reparation  over  and  over  again. 

On  May  13  she  asked  the  children 
“Will  you  offer  yourselves  to  God,  and 
bear  all  the  sufferings  He  sends  you?  In 
atonement  for  all  the  sins  that  offend  Him? 
And  for  the  conversion  of  sinners?” 

On  June  13  “I  want  you  to  continue 
saying  the  Rosary  every  day.  And  after 
each  one  of  the  mysteries,  my  children,  I 
want  you  to  pray  in  this  way:  ‘O  my  Jesus, 
forgive  us  our  sins,  and  deliver  us  from  the 
fires  of  hell.  Bring  all  souls  to  heaven, 
especially  those  who  are  most  in  need  of 
your  mercy.”’ 
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On  July  13:  “Make  sacrifices,”  she 
told  Lucia,  Jacinta  and  Francisco,  “for 
sinners.  Say  often,  especially  while  making 
a sacrifice:  ‘O  Jesus,  this  is  for  the  love  of 
You,  for  the  conversion  of  sinners,  and  in 
reparation  for  sins.’ 

During  this  July  apparition,  the 

Mother  of  God  also  revealed  to  the 

children  a momentary  vision  of  hell.  Lucia 
has  detailed  this  account,  saying: 

“She  opened  her  hands  again 
as  she  had  done  in  the 

previous  months . The  light 
reflecting  from  them  seemed 
to  penetrate  the  earth , and 
we  saw  as  if  into  a sea  of 
fire , and  immersed  in  that 
fire  were  devils  and  souls  in 
human  form , as  if  they  were 
transparent  black  or  bronze 
embers  floating  in  the  fire 
and  swayed  by  the  flames 
that  issued  from  them  along 
with  clouds  of  smoke,  falling 
upon  every  side  just  like  the 
falling  of  sparks  in  great  fires , 
without  weight  or 
equilibrium , amidst  wailing 
and  cries  of  pain  and  despair 
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that  horrified  and  shook  us 
with  terror  We  could  tell  the 
devils  by  their  horrible  and 
nauseous  figures  of  baleful 
and  unknown  animals , but 
transparent  as  the  black  coals 
in  a fire.  ” 

Our  Blessed  Mother  then  said  “You 
have  seen  hell  where  the  souls  of  poor 
sinners  go.  To  save  them,  God  wishes  to 
establish  in  the  world  the  devotion  to  my 
Immaculate  Heart.  If  people  do  what  I tell 
you,  many  souls  will  be  saved  and  there 
will  be  peace.” 

And  in  August  Our  Lady  of  Fatima 
said:  “Pray,  pray  a great  deal;  and  make 
sacrifices  for  sinners,  for  many  souls  go  to 
hell,  for  not  having  someone  to  pray  and 
make  sacrifices  for  them.” 

Lucia,  Jacinta  and  Francisco,  deeply 
moved  by  Our  Blessed  Mother’s  pleas  and 
by  the  terrible  vision  of  hell,  were  quick  to 
obey  Mary’s  entreaties.  They  prayed  daily 
and  often;  they  accepted  suffering  and 
crosses  patiently;  and  they  offered  God 
many  little  sacrifices  and  penances. 

And  what  about  us? 

Do  we  recognize  the  fact  that  we,  too, 
must  make  reparation  for  our  own  sins? 
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Are  we  concerned  about  the  indifference  of 
so  many,  and  by  the  plight  of  poor 
sinners?  So  concerned  that  we  offer 
reparation  in  their  behalf? 

Do  we  offer  God,  through  the 
Immaculate  Heart  of  Mary,  the  sacrifices 
necessary  for  obeying  His  commandments 
and  for  performing  the  duties  attendant  xto 
our  state  of  life?  Do  we  patiently  accept  the 
monotony  and  the  hardships  of  our  work, 
the  pain  of  our  sufferings,  disappointments 
and  heartaches?  Do  we  include  prayers  of 
reparation  in  our  daily  prayers,  offering  at 
least  occasional  Masses  of  reparation,  Holy 
Hours,  Visits,  the  Rosary,  the  Stations, 
First  Friday  and  First  Saturday  Devotions, 
Night  Adoration  in  the  Home,  and  other 
prayers?  Are  we  concerned  enough  to 
perform  little,  daily  penances,  such  as  the 
curtailment  of  some  of  our  pleasures  — 
perhaps  cutting  a few  of  our  favorite  TV 
programs,  movies,  card  games,  cokes, 
cocktails,  candy,  desserts,  etc.? 

If  we  are  concerned,  if  we  do  make 
reparation,  then  we  are  pleasing  to  God, 
and  we  are  hastening  the  victory  promised 
by  Our  Blessed  Mother  at  Fatima  “In  the 
end , my  Immaculate  Heart  will  triumph . ”

FATIMA  AND  THE  UNBELIEVER 


Though  the  Church  — after  prayerful, 
lengthy  and  serious  deliberation  — 
approved  the  revelations  of  Fatima  and 
declared  them  worthy  of  our  belief,  still, 
there  are  those  who  do  not  accept  them. 
Many  of  these  doubters  are  sincere  people 
who  have  been  influenced  by  confusing  and 
misguiding  statements  and  rumors.  These 
disturbing  misconceptions  include: 

1)  “The  revelations  of  Fatima  are 
private  revelations  and  we  do  not  ‘have  to’ 
believe  in  them.” 

True.  Private  revelations  are  not 
dogmas  which  Catholics  must  believe. 
However,  isn’t  it  rather  imprudent  to 
lightly  brush  them  aside  as  inconsequential 
or  unnecessary? 
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In  fact,  theologians  point  out  that 
there  is  a very  definite  distinction  between 
personal  revelations  in  which  the  message 
is  directed  entirely  toward  the  recipient 
and  other  revelations  whose  message  is 
declared  to  be  for  mankind  in  general.  The 
former  can  be  ignored  with  equanimity  but 
the  latter  must  be  taken  seriously,  when 
they  are  officially  approved  by  the  Church. 

The  Fatima  revelations  certainly 
belong  in  the  latter  classification.  Their 
message  is  important,  it  is  directed  to  all 
mankind,  and  it  is  for  the  good  of  all.  Not 
only  has  it  been  repeatedly  approved  by 
such  distinguished  Popes  as  Pius  XII,  John 
XXIII  and  Paul  VI,  but  each  of  them  has 
earnestly  recommended  our  belief  in,  and 
our  adherence  to,  the  message  of  Fatima. 
Added  to  this,  is  the  obvious  approval  of 
God  as  indicated  by  the  authenticated 
miracles  that  take  place  at  the  Fatima 
shrine,  many  of  which  occur  at  the  time 
when  the  sick  are  blessed  by  Our  Lord  in 
His  Eucharistic  Presence. 

2)  “The  biblical-apostolic  revelations 
of  God  ended  with  the  death  of  the  last 
apostle.” 

True.  But  this  does  not  mean  that 
God  may  not  communicate  with  man  at 
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any  time  — if  He  so  wishes.  And  what 
better  emissary  could  He  use  than  Christ’s 
own  beloved  mother,  and  ours? 

3)  “But  the  message  of  Fatima  is  not 
pertinent  to  our  post-Counciliar  world. 
Shouldn’t  we  be  concerned  with  practicing 
love  of  neighbor,  especially  for  the 
suffering,  the  oppressed  and  the 
down-trodden,  rather  than  being  concerned 
with  the  requests  of  Our  Lady  of  Fatima?” 

Isn’t  this  question  rather  off-center? 

Our  Blessed  Mother’s  foremost  request 
was  — and  is  — that  “man  must  stop 
offending  God,  already  too  much 
offended.”  And  the  Council’s  true  aim  was 
designated  as  interior  renewal.  Therefore, 
the  two  purposes  coincide,  do  they  not? 

In  fact,  those  who  listen  to  Mary’s 
requests  and  to  the  directives  of  the 
Council  - follow  through  — will  effectively 
be  concerned  with  true  love  of  neighbor 
because  their  adherence  naturally  promotes 
the  interests  of  God  and  the  welfare  of 
neighbor.  Such  adherence  necessarily 
excludes  cruelty,  injustice,  intolerance, 
bigotry,  lying,  cheating,  stealing,  slandering, 
envy,  quarreling,  murder  and  other  evils. 

4)  “What  about  the  so-called  secret 
letter  of  Fatima  which  was  supposed  to  be 
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revealed  in  1960?” 

Although  this  letter  received  much 
publicity  and  was  awaited  with  a great  deal 
of  curiosity  by  many  people,  the  fact  is 
that  Lucia  (Sister  Mary  of  the  Immaculate 
Heart)  had  simply  stated  that  the  letter  was 
to  be  delivered  to  the  Holy  Father. 

In  reference  to  this,  Cardinal  Alfredo 
Ottaviani,  Secretary  of  the  Sacred 
Congregation  of  the  Holy  Office,  has  stated 
that  when  he  visited  the  seer  in  1955  at 
the  Carmelite  convent  in  Coimbra,  she  told 
him  that  she  had  given  a letter  concerning 
the  third  part  of  the  secret  — the  other 
two  parts  (already  revealed)  were  the 
predicted  deaths  of  Francisco  and  Jacinta, 
and  the  advent  of  World  War  II  — to  her 
bishop  for  delivery  to  the  Holy  Father  in 
1960. 

Cardinal  Ottaviani  has  further  stated 
that  in  1960  the  letter  was  delivered  to 
Pope  John  through  the  Apostolic  Nuncio  in 
Lisbon;  that  the  Holy  Father  read  the 
message  and  passed  it  on  to  him  (the 
Cardinal)  to  read;  and  that  Pope  John  then 
folded  the  letter,  sealed  it,  and  had  it 
deposited  in  Vatican  archives. 

Since  it  was  the  Holy  Father’s 
privilege  to  reveal  the  letter’s  contents,  or 
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not,  and  since  he  chose  not  to  disclose  it, 
shouldn’t  we  respect  his  judgment  and 
accept  his  decision? 

5)  “But  these  days  the  Church  stresses 
the  liturgy  whereas  the  Fatima  formula 
calls  for  the  daily  Rosary,  for  First 
Saturday  Devotions,  and  for  consecration 
to  the  Immaculate  Heart  of  Mary.  Why  this 

Marian  accent?” 

Actually,  the  liturgy  and  this  Marian 
devotion  are  compatible,  for  true  devotion 
to  Mary  leads  to  greater  love  of  God  and 
more  frequent,  more  devout  participation 
in  the  Mass  and  the  Sacraments. 

Though  the  Mass  is  the  most  perfect, 
the  most  desired  form  of  prayer,  still, 
Catholic  worship  does  not  exclude  other 
approved  devotions,  such  as  the  Rosary, 
etc.  Ideally,  Mass  and  Holy  Communion 
should  be  a part  of  one’s  daily  life  but 
everyone  cannot  always  get  to  daily  Mass. 
In  fact,  this  is  often  an  impossibility, 
especially  for  the  sick,  the  aged,  mothers 
with  little  ones  to  care  for,  workers  whose 
hours  of  employment  disallow  the  time  for 
Mass,  and  others  in  the  army,  etc. 

But  the  Rosary  can  easily  be  prayed 
by  anyone  — Catholic  or  non-Catholic  — at 
any  time,  and  as  often  as  one  may  wish. 
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The  Rosary,  devoutly  prayed,  can  be  a very 
efficacious  means  of  growing  in  sanctity.  It 
increases  faith,  hope  and  charity,  and  the 
lessons  contained  in  the  meditations  inspire 
confidence  in  God,  humility  and  obedience, 
patience  in  adversity,  courage  in  affliction, 
sorrow  for  sin,  gratitude  for  blessings,  etc. 

Is  it  any  wonder,  then,  that  Our 
Blessed  Mother  asked  for  the  daily  Rosary 
not  once,  but  over  and  over  again? 

As  to  First  Saturday  Devotions, 
doesn’t  this  practice  complement  First 
Friday  devotions,  particularly  since  both 
indicate  the  malice  of  sin,  our 
responsibility,  and  the  universal  need  for 
reparation? 

Regarding  consecration  to  the 
Immaculate  Heart  of  Mary,  is  this  so 
difficult  to  understand  or  accept?  From  the 
cross,  our  dying  Lord,  Himself,  gave  Mary 
to  mankind  to  be  the  spiritual  mother  of 
all.  This  is  not  just  a beautiful  thought. 
Rather,  it  is  a supernatural  reality,  a firm 
doctrine. 

I n assuming  consecration  to  the 
Immaculate  Heart  of  Mary,  we,  too,  choose 
Mary  to  be  our  mother,  our  perpetual  help 
in  life  and  in  death.  To  her,  we  relinquish 
our  prayers,  sufferings  and  good  works, 
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that  she  may  perfect  them  and  present 
them  to  God,  making  use  of  them  for 
God’s  greater  glory,  the  welfare  of  others 
and  our  own  good. 

The  Church’s  approval  of  the 
apparitions  and  the  message  of  Fatima  is  an 
established  fact.  Shall  we,  therefore,  follow 
the  lead  of  Christ’s  modern,  distinguished 
vicars  on  earth  — Pius  XII,  John  XXIII  and 
Paul  VI  — and  accept  the  message  of 
Fatima,  using  it  as  a means  of  personal 
sanctification  and  as  an  effective 
instrument  towards  a just  and  lasting 
peace?  Or,  do  we  prefer  to  remain  among 
the  unconcerned  and  the  unbelievers? 

The  choice  is  ours. 


FATIMA  AND  PEACE 

Back  in  1917  Our  Lady  of  Fatima, 
our  loving,  concerned  Mother,  warned  that 
unless  mankind  stopped  offending  God  — 
“already  too  much  offended”  — then  we 
could  expect  World  War  II  and  other 
terrible  consequences. 

Sadly,  we  now  see  that  men  did  not 
listen  to  Our  Blessed  Mother  and  still  does 
not  listen.  And  so  we  have  experienced  the 
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horrors  of  World  War  II,  Korea,  Viet  Nam, 
conflicts  in  the  Middle  East  and  other 
disasters.  And  even  more  sadly,  we  note 
that  many  people  still  remain  unconcerned 
about  offending  God. 

In  fact,  in  the  years  since  1917, 
spirituality  has  degressed  to  such  a low 
point  that  God  is  openly  mocked  and 
blasphemed;  sin  and  evil  are  laughed  away 
as  non-existent;  one  out  of  every  three 
marriages  ends  in  divorce;  parental  respect 
and  authority  is  superseded  by  teen-age 
rebellion  and  tyranny;  and  murder, 

• robbery,  violence  and  other  crimes  are 
daily  occurrences  on  a world-wide  scale. 

The  “occasional”  drunkard  has 
developed  into  millions  of  alcoholics.  The 
drug  addict,  once  just  a solitary  “lost 
seaman”,  has  graduated  into  thousands  of 
users,  some  even  among  seventh  and  eighth 
graders.  Abortion,  once  regarded  as  a 
gravely  sinful  destruction  of  human  life,  is 
now  publicly  defended  and  advocated  as 
modern  morality. 

The  questions  naturally  arise:  where 
are  we  headed?  — what  can  we  — you  and 
1 — do  to  stem  this  flooding  tide  of  evil? 

Our  spiritual  fathers  tell  us  that  first* 
of  all,  we  must  face  reality  and  get  back  to 
honest,  simple  fundamentals,  namely,  that 
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God  gave  mankind  commandments  which 
He  expects  us  to  obey , however  difficult 
this  may  be.  We  must  also  face  the  fact 
that  — like  it  or  not  — we  actually  are 
engaged  in  deadly  warfare  against  Satan 
and  his  forces. 

Next,  we  must  understand  the  fact 
that  since  Satan  uses  pride,  deception, 
self-gratification,  hatred , violence, 
confusion,  chaos,  the  glorification  of  sex, 
and  the  lure  of  wealth  and  power  to 
destroy  souls  and  lead  them  into  hell,  then 
we  must  counteract  his  evil  and  cunning 
ways  by  using  the  things  of  God  to  save 
our  own  souls  and  to  bring  others  into 
heaven. 

We  must  arm  ourselves  with  effective 
weapons: 

(a)  daily  prayer:  the  Morning  Offering, 
frequent  participation  in  the  Mass  and 
the  reception  of  the  Sacraments;  visits 
and  holy  hours  of  adoration  and 
reparation;  the  daily  Rosary;  the  Way 
of  the  Cross  — (why  do  we  leave  this 
important  devotion  just  to  Lent?  The 
Stations  were  erected  for  our  use  any 
day);  Spiritual  Communions;  frequent 
ejaculations  such  as  JESUS,  MARY,  I 
LOVE  YOU;  SAVE  SOULS!;  the  Act 
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of  Contrition,  especially  at  bedtime. 

(b)  the  use  of  holy  water,  the  Sign  of 
the  Cross,  the  Scapular,  and  other 
sacramentals. 

(c)  the  practice  of  devotion  to  the 
Holy  Spirit;  the  Enthronement  of  the 
Sacred  Heart  in  the  Home;  First 
Friday  and  First  Saturday  devotions; 
the  practice  of  family  liturgical 
customs;  and  frequent  spiritual 
reading. 

(d)  the  assistance  of  God’s  blessed 
ones:  Our  Lady  (especially  through 
consecration  to  Her  Immaculate 
Heart),  the  Saints,  the  Angels  and  the 
Poor  souls  — (why  is  it  that  although 
we  belong  to  the  Communion  of  the 
Saints,  we  so  often  ignore  the  Angels, 
Saints  and  Poor  Souls,  and  fail  to  ask 
for  their  powerful  help?) 

We  also  have  Our  Lady  of  Fatima’s 
formula  for  peace  which  essentially 
recommends  that  we  — 

(a)  stop  offending  God; 

(b)  increase  our  devotion  to  the 
Blessed  Sacrament; 

(c)  offer  daily  prayers  and  sacrifices  of 
reparation,  including  the  First 
Saturday  devotion; 
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(d)  consecrate  ourselves  to  the 
Immaculate  Heart  of  Mary; 

(e)  use  Our  Blessed  Mother’s  gifts  of 
the  Rosary  and  the  Scapular. 

If  we  care  enough,  we  can  do  all  of 
these  things.  We  can  take  an  honest  look  at 
ourselves  and  see  what  we  could  be  doing 
to  please  God,  rather  than  offend  Him. 

Books  pertinent  to  Mary’s  peace 
formula  include  The  World's  Greatest 
Secret  (Blue  Army  Press,  Washington,  New 
Jersey,  07882;  $4.95)  aimed  at  increasing 
our  knowledge  and  love  of  the  Blessed

We  can  also  promote  Mary’s  peace  plan  by 
increasing  our  understanding  of  the  message 
of  Fatima  by  reading  and  discussing  such 
books  as  Fatima  or  World  Suicides 
(Scarboro  Fathers  Press,  Scarboro  Bluffs, 
Ontario;  $1.00)  More  About  Fatima:

(an  interesting  account  of  the  “Miracle  of 
the  Sun”,  documented  by  statements  and 
photographs  of  people  present  at  the  time; 
Blue  Army  Press,  Washington,  New  Jersey, 
07882;  $3.00);  and  by  distributing  such 
booklets  as  The  Golden  Anniversary  of 
Fatima  (Franciscan  Marytown  Press, 
Kenosha,  Wisconsin,  53141;  50  cents);  The 
Five  First  Saturdays  and  Reparation 
through  the  Immaculate  Heart  of  Mary 
(Marian  Fathers  Press,  Stockbridge,  Mass., 
01262;  25  cents);  and  such  pamphlets  as

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Army  of  Our  Lady  of  Fatima,  an  approved, 
international  apostolate.  Members  pledge 
themselves  to  fulfill  Our  Blessed  Mother’s 
requests.  They  may  also  encourage  others 
to  do  so,  acting  personally  or  through 
efforts  of  local  Blue  Army  Cells.  Further 
information,  as  well  as  Fatima  leaflets, 
books,  films,  tapes,  telecasts  and  lecture 
services  are  available  from  its  national 
center  at  Ave  Maria  Institute,  Washington, 
New  Jersey,  07882. 

The  Church’s  approval  of  the 
acceptance  of  the  apparitions  and  the 
message  of  Fatima  is  an  established  fact.  In 
1942,  the  silver  jubilee  of  the  Fatima 
revelations,  Pope  Pius  XII  consecrated  the 
Church  and  the  world  to  the  Immaculate 
Heart  of  Mary.  He  also  prescribed  for  the 
universal  Church  the  feast  of  the 
Immaculate  Heart  of  Mary  to  be  celebrated 
each  year  on  August  22. 

Twenty-five  years  later,  during  the 
golden  jubilee  on  May  13,  1967,  Pope  Paul 
VI  made  a public  pilgrimage  to  the  shrine 
at  Fatima.  There  he  offered  Holy  Mass  in 
the  presence  of  over  one  million  people  - 
an  event  covered  by  the  press,  radio  and 
television.  Among  those  present,  at  the 
request  and  authorization  of  the  Holy 
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Father,  was  the  only  surviving  member  of 
the  three  Fatima  seers,  Lucia  dos  Santos, 
now  Sister  Mary  of  the  Immaculate  Heart. 

At  the  time  Pope  Paul  expressly  stated 
two  special  intentions  of  his  pilgrimage: 
first  of  all,  for  internal  peace  in  the 
Church.  “We  want”,  he  said,  “to  ask  of 
Mary  a living  Church,  a true  Church,  a 
united  Church,  a holy  Church.”  And  he 
warned  against  those  within  the  Church 
who  would  replace  the  sound  theology  of 
the  great  Fathers  of  the  Church  “with  new 
and  peculiar  ideologies”  or  who  would  strip 
the  Catholic  Faith  “of  that  which  modern 
thought  does  not  understand  and  does  not 
like.” 

His  second  intention  was  to  pray  for 
world  peace.  “We  have  come,”  he  said,  “to 
the  feet  of  the  Queen  of  Peace  to  ask  her 
for  the  gift,  which  only  God  can  give,  of 
peace.” 

Pope  Paul’s  inspiring  pilgrimage, 
together  with  his  apostolic  exhortation  of 
the  same  date  Signum  Magnum , publicly 
confirmed  his  approval  and  devotion  to 
Our  Lady.  In  beseeching  words,  both  his 
homily  and  his  document  encourage  all 
Christians  to  a greater  devotion  to  the 
Mother  of  Christ,  and  all  Catholics  to 
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renew  their  personal  consecration  to  the 
Immaculate  Heart  of  Mary.
